It means that every jierson shall 
have an opjiortiniity to work, that the 
products of his lul.Hirs shall be Ids', and that 
no idle jierson, wlietber they be the wealthy 
capitalist, w-ho clips his coupons and draws 
his interests, or w hetlier it be the lazy and 
idolent shirker, shall receive anything he 
does not earn.
